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Two of the. greatest picnics ever seen in 
St. Louis followed the record-breaking pa- 
rade held Monday morning by St. Louis 
labor unions. 

While the members of labor unions 
marched through the city’s streets in such 
numbers as were never seen in a previous fF 
demonstration of any sort in St. Louis, 
their families journeyed on street cars or 
on foot to Concordia Park, where the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union marchers 
were headed, and to the Fair Grounds, 
which was the destination of members ot 
the Building Trades Council. 

Each family carried a well-filled luncn 
basket, with provision nét only for the ap- 
petites of wife and children, but with am- 
ple rations for father or big brother, who 
was expected to have an appetite after his 
long march. 

As the time for the approach of the lines 
came the entrances of both parks were 
congested wit hthe waiting families Many 
were induced to go inside and relieve the 
pressure, but many more waited outside, 
and before the first nots of the approaching 
bands were heard the streets were block- 
aded with women and children. 

MANY CHILDREN PRESENT. 

The fact that the day was the last be- 
fore the opening of the school term swelled 
the attendance of children, who received 
their last outing before the return to their 
books and slates. 

At the entrance t oConcordia Park the 
police persuaded the women and childretr 
to go at the Utah street entrance. The 
parade was to enter on the Wyoming street 
side. x 

At the Fair Grounds but one entrance 
was used and the gate was choken with 
the rush of entering families. 

When the parades had entered the parks 
and dispersed a genera Isearch for families 
commenced. With every aitting place oc- 
cupled the heads of families had much dif- 
ficultvy in locating their wives and chil- 
dren an dsome were a nhour or more in 
the scarch. 

Wyoming street, leading to Lemp’s Park, 
was densely thronged as the parade ap- 
proached. In the tmmediate vicinity of 
the park entrance, inside and out, were 
not less than 20,000 persons. 

At the Fair Grounds even larger crowds 
were in waiting, and besides the families 
of paraders, there~were many outside vis- 
itors, :

Cables and Land Telegraph Lines 
Seized by Sailors and the Land 

| Forces Compelled to 

Abandon Position. 


WOOD'S HOLL, Mass., Sept. i1.—The 
United States cruiser Olympia, Dewey s 
flagship at Manila, dashed into this port 
this forenoon, landed a force and seized all 
telegraph, telephone and cable stations, 
thereby cutting off all communication with 
Martha's Vineyard and Elizabeth Island. 
This is a substantial victory for the navy 
over the army and coast defenses, especial- 
ly as it was won in daylight. The aim of 
the forts was to prevent a landing of naval 
forces. To do this it was essential that 
‘the fleet should be discovered in time to 
bring to bear the heavy long range guns on 
the approaching vessels, and to successfully 
defeat the attack: The mines and torpedoes 
in the harbor should have been exploded in 
proximity to the incoming ships. 
Of course, the seizure and the destruction 
of telegraphic and cable facilities were fig- 
urative, and it required the decision of an 
Admiral Higgin- | umpire to make plain whether or not the

As the landing was made, the telegraph 
and telephone offices were entered by suf-

ILLITERACY IN COUNTRY AND TOWN. 


A Census Bureau bulletin lately issued shows that illiteracy pre- 
vails to an unexpected degree in the rural districts relatively to 
the cities. 

The male population of voting age of cities of 25,900 inhabitants 
and over is 5,385,644, of whom 339,223, or 5.8 per cent, are reported 
illiterate. : 

In the rest of the country the number of men of voting age is 
15,248,655, of whom 1,944,247, or 12.8 ner cent, cannot read or write. 
Of course it may be said that population in the northern states 
is massed in citier, which is not the case in the South, and ths 
does account for some of the disproportion. But even in the 
North illiteracy is more preyalent in the country districts than 
among urban population. Except in the North Atlantic and some 
of the centrai states the percentage of illiteracy is twice as 
great in the country as in the towns. 

Considering the large foreign population tn the cities this is An 
unexpected fact. The influx of South Europe and Russ‘anm immi- 
grants tends to lower the standard in the towns, but with that

For Better Garbage Collection. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Parhon me As the city seems to have 
a dificult time with the garbage problem 


and as health is the first consideration of 
the community, and as garbage is detri- 
mental to health, I, as a citizen, offer a 
suggestion or remedy which will, I think, 
solve the difficult problem. 

Put in each block, espeé@ially those that 
are thickly settled, a receptacle. sufficient 
to hold the garbage of the block (which can 
be easily estimated) made of concrete. In 
sadd receptacle put another receptacle made 
of copper. or other strong material as the 
receiver, both to be closed with a door with 
two lids, one large and the other small, the 
small door to be used by the tenant and 
the large one for the use of the rbage- 
remover, the large door to be locked and 
for the exclusive use of the garbage re- 
mover. Fach garbage wagon to be pro- 
vided with a crane and windlass, which is 
very simple, for the purpose of hoisting the 
garbage in the slop-wagon. After which 
the large receptacle door is to be securel 
locked. Then ave an ordinance to the ef- 
fect requiring each householder or tenant to 
deposit the garbage from said households 
or tenanta in sald receptacle, making it a 
misdemeanor for any neglect. Also mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor to deposit anything 
but clean garbage—no tin cans or broken 
crockery or other material other than ene 
garbage to be placed in the receptacle; als 
making it an offense for the garbage re- 
mover to destroy or injure the receptacle. 
This I think is practicable and of small ex- 
pense compared. with its benefits in health

BOAT CREW- SAVED HER 


8HE TOLD yen SHE HAD QUAR- 
RELED PUSBARD. 


When Taken to Hospital She Denied 
She Had Attempted Suicide and 
Husband Asked That Her 
Sanity Be Determined. 


Mrs. Melinda Mubert, aged 42, gave the 
crew of the ferryboat Wiggins an exer- 
cige in life saving Sunday afternoon, when 
she jumped from the boat's deck at the 
foot of Wash street. 

Mrs. Hubert had had trouble at home, as 
she afterward related, and wanted to die. 
At the same time, she was willing to take 
@ chance at life, so chose the deck of a 
ferryboat in full view and easy reach of 
a half dozen men for her plunge. 

When she came up from her plunge, Mrs. 
Hubert -had lost all her desire to die. She 
wanted help, and called for it as loudly as 

. She could scream with her choking, water- 
filled throat. 

The crew of the Wiggins are not: ac- 
customed to seeing pasengers make sudden 
dives into the m di uninviting waters, 
but they acted yui.a./. The half dozen men 
who first saw the woman's plunge called 
Capt. Dennis Monehan and Fireman John 
Summers. They went after the drowning 
women in a boat which they unlashed from 
the deockrail. 


WILLING TO BE RESCUED. 

The woman was not in sight, but the 
Peesengers directed the two men where to 
row, and before they had taken three 
strokes the woman's head bobbed up like 
a cork on the waves at the side of their 
craft. She was willing to be rescued, and 
Monehan placed his hands under her 
shoulders and lifted her into the boat. 

No sSoner was she in the boat than the 
wish to die returned, and she struggied 
with her rescuers. 

“Quit rocking the boat,’ roared Capt. 
Monehan at the woman, and she subsided. 

Policeman Dockery. who called an ambu- 
lance, was informed by the woman that she 
hed jumped into the river because of a 
quarrel! with her husband, John Hubert. 
She said that she was obliged to work in a 
cigar factory, as her husband did not sup- 
port her. They live at 1525 North Bighth 
street. 

The husband denied ail this when he 
reached the City Hospital, and asked that 
his wife's sanity be determined before she 
was released. At that time she had changed 
‘her story, and said that she had fallen from 
the boat accidentally.

KEEPS THE DETAILS SECRET 


SAID TO BE TALKING FOR REPU3B- 
LICAN MANAGERS. 


Powerful Party Leaders Have Been 
Busy Several Weeks Trying to 
Settle Dispute to Remove 
It From Campaign. 


Special to the Post-D spatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—Senator Thomas’ 
C. Platt, undoubtedly speaking for the Re- 


publican national managers, declared to- 
day that the anthracite coal strike would 
be settled within a week, or two weeks at 
th latest. 

The senator made this statement to a4 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at the Orien- 
tal Hotel, Manhattan Beach. He spoke 
positively, and repeated the declaration 4 
moment later. 

The New York leader was asked if the 
Republican state convention, when it meets 
in Saratoga wens. 23, would make some 
declaration in favor of settling the coal 
strike. fA 

“No such declaration will be necessary, 
Senator Platt replied, ‘“‘for the strike will 
be settled within a week.’’ 

“You mean,’ he was asked, ‘‘that the 
operators and miners will reach some 
agreement through arbitration?’’ 

I can say nothing about the details, 
the senator replied, ‘‘but the strike will be 
pettied within a week, or within two weeks 
at the utmost.”’ 

Further efforts to get details from the 
New York leader were futile. He spoke with 
the positiveness of a man “on the inside, 
men declined to add more to his declara- 

“You expect, then,”’ he was asked, ‘‘that 
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the strike and the present high price of 
coal will be eliminated from the campaign 
as an issue?’ 

“It will not be an issue,’’ Senator Platt 
repnes. 

his positive statement from the veteran 
leader wil] attract attention throughout 
the country. 

There have been rumors for several weeks 
that powerful Republican leaders were at 
work to end the strike. They went about 
their task in a quiet way, and have avoided 
revealing their plans. 

Pennsylvania Republicans have been 
greatly agitated lest the Democrats carry 
the state, elect Robert E. Pattison gov- 
ernor over Judge Pennypacker and send a 
lot of Democratic members to the House @ 
Representatives. 

In New York and other states adjacent 
to Pennsylvania this feeling also has ex- 
isted. In many respects the effect of the 
strike has been feared as much as was that 
of the big coal strike in 1900, when McKin- 
ley was ten ny 8 for President against 
Bryan. Senator Hanna, assisted very ma- 
terially 5 f Senator Platt and Senator Quay, 
induced J. Pierpont Morgan to settle that 
—. and the conflict came to a quick 
end. 

Senator Platt’e prominent part in thé ne- 
gotiations of two years a is regarded 
as giving to his present declaration a semi- 
official tone. 

“The Democratic state platform.” “the 
senator was,told by one of his friends yes- 
terday, “‘wil] contain a plank denouncing 
the charge of $10 a ton for coal.”’ 

“If coai should not be $10 a ton then,’’ Mr. 
Platt retorted with a smile, ‘“‘it would be a
